In  accordance  with  Section  50  (2)  of  The  Workmen's  Compensa¬ 
tion  Act,  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Board  herewith  submits  a  re¬ 
port  of  its  proceedings  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1945. 

During  the  year  1945  there  were  19,154  accidents  reported  com¬ 
pared  with  19,286  reported  in  the  year  1944,  a  decrease  of  132  acci¬ 
dents. 

For  purposes  of  comparison,  the  following  table  will  be  of  inter¬ 
est,  which  shows  the  increase  in  accident  frequency  and  cost  during 
the  war  years,  as  well  as  the  increase  in  benefits  brought  about  by 
changes  in  the  Act.

To  meet  this  increased  accident  cost  and  also  to  bring  the  several 
reserves  up  to  estimated  requirements  it  was  found  necessary  to  make 
substantial  increases  in  the  assessment  rates  upon  industries  during 
these  years. 


To  further  demonstrate  the  increased  industrial  activity  during 
the  war  years  the  following  table  shows  the  total  payrolls  of  industries 
to  which  the  Act  applies.

A  review  of  the  financial  statements  in  this  report  will  demonstrate 
that  the  Board’s  financial  position  is  sound  and  that  its  reserves  are 
adequate  for  known  and  estimated  requirements. 


The  Board,  however,  recognized  that  the  reconversion  of  indus¬ 
try  from  war  to  peace  time  activity  is  still  somewhat  obscure  and 
future  trends  may  necessitate  some  changes  but  these  will  be  met  as 
circumstances  may  warrant. 


As  at  December  31,  1945,  the  Board  held  $15,092,947.81  in  vari¬ 
ous  types  of  investments.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  these  invest¬ 
ments  do  not  represent  surplus  or  excess  funds  in  the  hands  of  the 
Board;  they  are,  in  the  main,  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  injured 
workmen  and  the  dependants  of  fatally  injured  workmen.  On  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  Balance  Sheet  (Statement  I),  one  finds:  “Reserves  in 
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respect  of  1945  and  prior  years’  accidents  and  claims  $11,427,723.98” 
which  the  Board  estimates  is  required  to  complete  unfinalled  claims 
which  have  occurred  to  December  31,  1945,  and  take  care  of  pensions 
which  have  been  awarded  to  workmen  and  dependants  of  fatally  in¬ 
jured  workmen.  The  Disaster  Reserve — $832,070.90  is  a  statutory 
provision  to  meet  the  loss  arising  or  likely  to  arise  from  disaster  or 
other  circumstances  which  would  unfairly  burden  the  employers  in 
any  class.  The  Accident  Fund,  balance  at  credit  of  classes  — 
$2,247,597.93  is  not  a  free  surplus,  but  is  an  operating  reserve. 

The  Government  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  debt  reorganization 
was  completed  in  1945.  The  Board  received  an  adjustment  of  $794,- 
161.31  which  represented  the  difference  between  the  contractual  in¬ 
terest  and  the  interest  actually  received  for  the  years  1936  to  1945, 
plus  the  present  value  of  the  difference  between  the  contractual  in¬ 
terest  rate  to  maturity  of  the  unmatured  bonds  and  3%%  (the  rate 
of  interest  of  the  new  bonds).  The  self-insuring  classes  received 
credit  for  $68,899.00,  and  the  Accident  Fund  the  balance  of  $725,262.31 
which  improved  the  financial  position  of  the  Board  to  that  extent. 

Some  15  members  of  the  staff  enlisted  in  His  Majesty’s  Forces 
of  which  4  have  returned.  Provision  has  been  made  for  the  re-em¬ 
ployment  of  those  still  in  the  Forces  as  soon  as  they  are  demobilized. 

The  auditing  of  employers’  payrolls  was  accelerated  during  the 
year  with  the  result  that  available  accounts  were  adjusted  during  the 
year. 

The  Board  visited  a  number  of  industrial  sections  throughout 
the  Province  and  met  workmen  and  their  representatives.  Hearings 
were  held  on  contentious  claims  and  general  discussions  were  entered 
into  on  matters  affecting  workmen  and  their  claims. 

All  claims  for  accidents  are  dealt  with  speedily  and  cheques  in 
payment  of  compensation  are  mailed  to  workmen  as  soon  as  the  neces¬ 
sary  evidence  is  filed  with  the  Board.  The  time  lag  between  the 
happening  of  the  accident  and  the  payment  of  compensation  to  the 
workman  has  been  considerably  shortened. 

Medical  Officers  of  the  Board  visit  the  large  industrial  areas  quite 
frequently  to  determine  that  injured  workmen  are  receiving  all  nec¬ 
essary  hospital  and  medical  care. 

The  Board  met  representatives  of  industry  and  discussed  with 
them  general  questions  of  assessment  and  rate  problems. 

The  reports  on  Mine  Rescue  and  Safety  Work  are  appended  to 
this  report  and  set  out  in  detail  the  work  and  improvements  under¬ 
taken  by  these  departments. 

Following  the  resignation  from  the  Board  of  Dr.  Victor  W.  Wright 
as  at  May  31,  1945,  Mr.  Carl  C.  Cook  and  Mr.  Walter  S.  Rose  were  ap¬ 
pointed  Chairman  and  Commissioner  of  the  Board  respectively. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  efficiency.

Result  of  Operations 

Operations  for  the  year  under  review  resulted  in  provisional  sur¬ 
pluses  of  $647,845.96  in  respect  of  1945  and  $407,073.47  in  respect  of 
1944  and  prior  years,  details  of  which  are  shown  on  Statements  No.  2 
and  No.  3  respectively.  In  arriving  at  the  operating  results  in  respect 
of  Class  13-2  assessment  revenue  applicable  to  the  twelve  month  period 
ending  October  31,  1946,  and  all  expenditure  during  the  months  of 
November  and  December,  1945,  has  been  deferred  to  the  next  fiscal 
period  and  revenue  of  1944  applicable  to  the  twelve  month  period  end¬ 
ing  October  31, 1945,  and  all  expenditure  during  November  and  Decem¬ 
ber,  1944,  deferred  as  at  January  1,  1945,  has  been  brought  into  ac¬ 
count  in  order  to  show  all  transactions  in  their  respective  periods. 
In  addition,  in  order  to  show  revenues  available  to  meet  current  year's 
costs  a  charge  of  $80,000.00  has  been  made  in  1945  for  amortization  of 
the  Class  1  deficit.  An  offsetting  adjustment  in  respect  of  this  item 
has  been  made  through  the  Accident  Fund  class  account  as  shown  on 
Statement  No.  3. 

Assessment  revenue  shown  on  Statement  No.  2  is  based  on  actual 
payrolls  for  1945,  so  far  as  they  are  known  to  the  Board.  Minor  ad¬ 
justments  may  be  necessary  when  all  information  is  available  and 
payroll  audits  completed. 

Rebates  to  employers  who  entered  into  arrangements,  approved 
by  the  Board,  for  furnishing  medical  aid  to  employees  amounted  to 
$58,346.91  and  were  charged  against  assessment  revenue. 

Medical  aid  collections,  $1,033.68  and  payments  for  medical  ser¬ 
vices,  $22,409.03,  in  respect  of  1943  and  prior  years  have  been  carried 
direct  to  the  Reserve  for  Medical  Aid.  Payments  for  medical  services 
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in  respect  of  1944  and  1945  have  been  charged  to  the  Accident  Fund. 

Interest  on  Province  of  Alberta  direct  and  guaranteed  debentures 
was  received  at  the  reduced  rates  tendered  by  the  Province  up  to  June 
1,  1945.  Thereafter  the  Board  received  the  full  rate  provided  in  the 
new  debentures  issued  by  the  Province  under  the  debt  reorganization 
programme. 

The  Board  received  as  a  result  of  the  Province's  debt  reorganiza¬ 
tion  programme,  an  amount  of  $1,679,015.65  inclusive  of  premium  on 
American  funds.  This  amount  was  applied  as  follows:

Interest  on  Province  of  Alberta  savings  certificates  was  received 
at  the  reduced  rates  tendered  by  the  Province  until  surrendered  for 
redemption  on  September  14,  1945.  The  Board  will  receive  a  further 
amount  under  the  Province’s  plan  of  adjustment  which  has  been 
authorized  in  respect  of  certificates  outstanding  since  June  1, 1936. 

Assets 

Assessments  receivable ,  less  reserve . 

Assessments  receivable  have  been  adjusted  to  include  assessments 
based  on  actual  payrolls,  so  far  as  they  are  known  to  the  Board.  Min¬ 
or  adjustments  may  be  necessary  when  all  information  is  available 
and  payroll  audits  completed.  The  reserve  for  uncollectible  assess¬ 
ments  receivable  amounted  to  $46,778.49  at  December  31,  1945,  and 
is  considered  to  be  adequate.  During  the  year  under  review  accounts 
totalling  $9,479.67  were  written  off  as  uncollectible.  Recoveries  in 
respect  of  accounts  written  off  amounted  to  $162.03.

Under  the  terms  of  the  Province's  debt  reorganization  programme 
past  due  debentures  of  a  par  value  of  $706,446.62  were  redeemed  in 
cash  and  unmatured  securities  of  a  par  value  of  $2,641,100.00,  not 
shown  above  were  exchanged  for  new  Province  of  Alberta  deben- 
trues  in  the  same  principal  amount. 
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Reserve  for  loss  amounts  to  $194,667.13,  and  was  provided  in 
respect  of  sundry  school  districts'  past  due  coupons  and  for  possible 
future  losses  on  realization  of  investments.  The  increase  of 
$148,905.05  in  the  reserve  during  the  period  under  review  is  accounted 
for  through  profit  on  sale  of  investments,  $29,358.97  and  an  amount 
of  $119,546.08  as  shown  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Liabilities  and  Reserves 


Deferred  Income . 

Assessments  levied  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  being  for  the  twelve 
month  period  ending  October  31, 1946,  have  been  deferred  in  full  until 
the  next  fiscal  year.  Likewise,  all  expenditure  during  November  and 
December,  1945,  regardless  of  year  of  occurrence  of  accident,  has 
been  deferred.  The  net  revenue,  $387,680.71,  is  shown  on  the  attach¬ 
ed  balance  sheet  under  the  above  caption. 

Estimated,  merit  rebates . 

Merit  credits  to  be  allowed  in  respect  of  the  year  1945  could  not 
be  determined  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Board's  accounts,  but  pro¬ 
vision,  in  the  amount  of  $232,320.00,  has  been  made  as  an  estimate 
of  requirements. 

Reserve  for  claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims . 

The  above  reserve  is  an  estimate,  based  on  medical  opinion  and 
the  experience  of  previous  years,  made  by  officials  of  the  Board  of 
the  amount  required  to  meet  compensation  payments  and  pension 
awards  in  respect  of  all  claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims  together 
with  medical  services  in  respect  of  all  accidents  occurring  subsequent 
to  December  31,  1943,  after  excluding  claims  in  respect  of  self-in- 
surers'  employees. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  date  when  outstanding  claims  may 
be  finalled  cannot  be  determined  and  the  extent  of  disability  is  not 
always  known,  the  Board  can  only  estimate  future  requirements  at 
the  close  of  a  fiscal  period. 

Reserve  for  Medical  Aid. 

Transactions  during  the  year  are  summarized  on  Statement  No.  6. 

The  fund,  which  is  under  Section  44- (8),  The  Workmen's  Com¬ 
pensation  Act,  to  be  tranf erred  to  the  Accident  Fund  after  December 
31,  1943,  provides  a  reserve  for  medical  aid  requirements  in  respect 
of  accidents  occurring  in  1943  and  prior  years.  No  information  is 
available  from  which  an  opinion  could  be  formed  as  to  the  adequacy 
of  the  reserve. 

Reserve  for  Silicosis. 

Transactions  during  the  year  are  summarized  on  Statement  No.  7. 

No  information  is  available  from  which  an  opinion  could  be 
formed  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  reserve. 
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Reserve  for  Pensions. 

Transactions  during  the  year  are  summarized  on  Statement  No.  8. 
Interest  earnings  for  the  year  were  sufficient  to  meet  actuarial  re¬ 
quirements. 

A  recalculation  made  by  officials  of  the  Board  as  at  December 
31,  1943,  indicated,  after  giving  effect  to  adjustments  referred  to  in 
my  previous  report,  that  the  pension  reserve  was  sufficient  to  meet 
requirements.  An  actuarial  survey  is  in  progress  from  which  further 
information  will  be  obtained  to  determine  the  adequacy  of  the  reserve. 

Reserve  for  Disasters. 

Transactions  during  the  year  are  summarized  on  Statement  No.  9. 

No  information  is  available  from  which  on  opinion  could  be 
formed  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  reserve. 

Reserve  —  Section  33- (1),  ( n ). 

Transactions  during  the  year  are  summarized  on  Statement  No. 

10. 

Under  Section  33- (1),  (n)  of  The  Workmen's  Compensation  Act, 
the  Board  is  required  where  a  workman  leaves  no  widow,  to  compute 
an  amount  equal  to  the  average  capitalized  cost  of  pensions  awarded 
during  the  next  preceding  three  years  to  the  dependents  of  fatally 
injured  workmen  leaving  widows,  and  also  to  compute  the  capitalized 
cost  of  pensions  awarded  to  the  dependents,  if  any,  of  the  fatally  in¬ 
jured  workman.  The  larger  of  the  two  amounts  must  be  charged 
against  the  Accident  Fund  and  the  excess  of  the  amount  so  charged 
over  the  capitalized  cost  of  awards  made  must  be  transferred  to  the 
above  reserve  to  provide  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  claims  of  workmen 
suffering  enhanced  disabilities  due  to  previous  injuries. 

Reserve  —  Section  33- (1  ),(&). 

Transactions  during  the  year  are  summarized  on  Statement  No. 

11. 


The  above  is  comprised  of  pension  payments  suspended  under 
provisions  of  the  War  Measures  Act.  Pension  payments  have  been 
transferred  to  this  reserve  only  up  to  the  time  that  the  Board  has  been 
able  to  establish  that  the  pensioner  was  still  alive.  Under  authority 
of  Section  33- (1),  (k)  of  The  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  this 
amount  has  been  set  aside  in  a  special  reserve  to  provide  widow  depen¬ 
dants  in  necessitous  circumstances  because  of  illness  of  themselves  or 
their  dependant  child  or  children  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  such 
additional  amount  as  the  Board  may  see  fit  up  to  but  not  exceeding 
to  each  such  widow  fifteen  dollars  a  month  during  the  duration  of 
such  illness.

MINE  RESCUE  AND  FIRST  AID  DEPARTMENT 
Blairmore 

The  mine  rescue  equipment  at  this  station  having  been  in  con¬ 
stant  use  since  1914,  was  badly  in  need  of  extensive  repairs  which 
would  have  cost  a  considerable  amount.  Consequently  it  was  decided 
to  purchase  new  equipment  of  the  McCaa  type  as  replacement.  This 
equipment  has  been  installed  and  is  giving  splendid  satisfaction.  The 
mine  rescue  crews  speak  highly  of  it. 

An  average  of  fifty  men  have  taken  the  regular  monthly  train¬ 
ing  and  twenty-five  additional  men  have  been  granted  mine  rescue 
certificates. 

A  total  of  85  first  aid  awards  were  made  throughout  the  Crows 
Nest  Pass  and  new  classes  are  being  organized  at  Blairmore,  Coleman 
and  Bellevue. 


Canmore 

The  mine  rescue  equipment  at  the  Canmore  rescue  station  is  all 
in  good  shape  and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only. 

An  average  of  ten  men  have  been  given  monthly  practices  on  mine 
rescue  work  and  first  aid,  as  well  as  lectures  on  mine  fires  and  ex¬ 
plosions. 
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Drum  heller 

All  mine  rescue  equipment  at  the  Drumheller  and  East  Coulee 
stations  is  in  good  condition. 

On  April  21st,  at  9:30  p.m.,  the  local  superintendent  received  a 
report  that  fire  had  broken  out  at  the  Newcastle  Mine  and  while 
everything  was  in  readiness  to  proceed  there  the  superintendent  was 
informed  at  12 :10  a.m.  that  the  equipment  would  not  be  required.  On 
September  9th,  the  equipment  was  used  to  inspect  the  fire  area  at  the 
above  mentioned  mine.  This  was  the  only  call  received  throughout 
the  year. 

There  are  forty-two  men  in  this  district  taking  the  regular  month¬ 
ly  mine  rescue  training.  Ten  additional  mine  rescue  certificates  were 
awarded  throughout  the  year. 

First  aid  classes  have  been  organized  at  the  following  points: 
Drumheller  -  2  classes ;  Midland  -  1 ;  Nacmine  -  1 ;  Rosedale  -  1 ;  East 
Coulee  -  2.  During  the  year  21  certificates,  7  medallions  and  5  labels 
were  awarded. 

In  January,  1945,  Thomas  Campbell  resigned  his  position  as 
superintendent  of  this  station  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Harry  Burton. 

Lethbridge 

All  the  mine  rescue  equipment  at  the  Lethbridge  and  Shaughnessy 
rescue  stations  is  in  very  good  condition  and  was  used  for  training 
purposes  only. 

One  additional  mine  rescue  certificate  was  awarded. 

A  total  of  fifteen  men  take  the  regular  monthly  training.  The 
local  superintendent  has  given  first  aid  treatment  to  78  cases  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

There  was  very  little  interest  in  first  aid  in  this  district,  but  the 
local  superintendent  reports  that  the  prospects  for  classes  this  year 
seem  more  favourable. 


Edmonton 

The  equipment  at  this  station  is  all  in  good  condition  and  was 
used  for  training  purposes  only. 

Four  additional  mine  rescue  certificates  were  awarded. 

Seventeen  candidates  were  granted  first  aid  awards. 

The  local  superintendent  reports  that  there  is  a  greater  interest 
being  shown  in  both  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  work.  Fifteen  men 
take  the  regular  mine  rescue  training. 

Cadomin 

The  rescue  equipment  at  the  Cadomin  station  is  all  in  good  con¬ 
dition  and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only. 

Word  was  received  from  the  District  Inspector  of  Mines  on  May 
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12th,  1945,  of  an  explosion  at  the  Luscar  Mine.  Two  crews  were  held 
in  readiness,  should  they  be  required,  but  notification  was  later  re¬ 
ceived  from  Mr.  Scott,  General  Manager  of  the  Luscar  Mine,  that  use 
of  the  mine  rescue  crews  would  not  be  necessary. 

Three  mine  rescue  certificates  were  awarded  and  sixteen  pupils 
were  granted  first  aid  awards. 

The  local  superintendent  gave  first  aid  treatment  to  143  cases 
and  some  of  his  rescue  crews  rendered  first  aid  treatment  to  men  in 
the  mine. 

At  Mountain  Park  the  equipment  was  used  for  training  purposes 
only.  It  is  all  in  good  condition.  Four  additional  men  were  granted 
mine  rescue  certificates  and  eight  first  aid  awards  were  granted.  The 
H.  H.  Inhalator  was  taken  into  the  mine  once  but  its  use  was  not 
required. 

The  equipment  at  the  Luscar  station  is  all  in  good  condition  and 
was  used  for  exploring  parts  of  the  mine  following  the  explosion  which 
occurred  May  12,  1945.  On  November  24th  the  equipment  was  again 
used  for  the  purpose  of  recovering  booster  fans  which  were  required 
for  ventilating  that  part  of  the  mine  where  efforts  were  being  made 
to  recover  five  bodies.  Two  of  the  bodies  were  recovered  on  Decem¬ 
ber  7th,  1945. 

The  equipment  was  again  used  to  explore  a  part  of  the  counter 
gang  where  the  other  three  bodies  were  thought  to  be.  This  work 
had  to  be  abandoned  as  the  counter  was  found  to  be  tightly  caved. 
Further  steps  are  being  taken  by  the  company  for  the  recovery  of 
the  remaining  three  bodies. 

The  equipment  at  the  Mercoal  station  is  all  in  good  shape  and  is 
now  under  the  charge  of  Walter  Mazur  who  was  appointed  as  a  part- 
time  superintendent  November,  1945.  The  equipment  has  been  used 
for  training  purposes  only. 

Nordegg 

The  equipment  at  this  station  is  all  in  very  good  condition  and 
was  used  for  training  purposes  only.  An  average  of  ten  men  have 
taken  the  regular  monthly  training.  Two  additional  mine  rescue  cer¬ 
tificates  were  awarded.  A  total  of  thirty  men  were  given  first  aid 
treatment  by  the  local  superintendent  and  crew  members. 

Calgary 

In  the  city  of  Calgary,  the  General  Superintendent,  Mine  Rescue 
has  co-operated  with  the  Local  Centre  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Association  in  organizing  and  furthering  the  interest  in  first  aid  work. 

Sixteen  members  of  the  Local  Fire  Department  were  given  a  full 
course  of  training  in  the  use  of  self-contained  breathing  apparatus. 

A  total  of  267  accident  cases  have  been  reported  on  by  the  mine 
rescue  personnel  and  have  been  given  first  aid  treatment  in  all  these 
cases. 

The  cost  of  mine  rescue  work  is  higher  for  the  year  1945  due  to 
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the  purchase  of  new  equipment  and  rubber  bags  which  have  been  in 
use  a  number  of  years  and  were  badly  in  need  of  repair.  All  the  rescue 
stations  are  now  well  supplied  with  spare  parts  and  should  be  able  to 
carry  on  for  the  year  1946  without  purchasing  any  new  parts. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  time  given 
for  instruction  and  examination  of  first  aid  classes  by  the  medical 
profession  and  the  practical  instructors. 

SAFETY  DEPARTMENT 

In  comparison  with  the  previous  year,  there  was  a  reduction  in 
the  number  of  accidents  reported  for  the  first  ten  months  of  1945. 
The  months  of  November  and  December,  however,  showed  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year,  due  largely  to  increased  industrial  activities 
particularly  in  the  lumbering  industry,  which,  no  doubt,  will  continue 
throughout  1946.  Conversion  from  war  to  peace  time  activities  play 
little  part  in  the  accident  rate  by  reason  of  the  fact  few  Alberta  work¬ 
men  are  so  engaged. 

Safety  Campaigns — Coal  Mines. 

The  Coal  Operators  Association  of  Drumheller,  which  organized 
a  Safety  Campaign  in  June,  1944,  has  had  a  very  successful  year.  Cash 
prizes  are  given  monthly  at  the  individual  mines,  these  prizes  being 
drawn  for  by  workmen  who  have  not  had  a  lost  time  injury  during 
the  month.  At  the  end  of  each  six  months,  cash  prizes  of  $1,000.00 
are  drawn  for  by  mine  workers  in  the  district  who  have  had  no  lost 
time  injuries  during  that  period,  the  first  prize  being  $500.00,  second 
$300.00  and  third  $200.00.  In  addition,  prizes  are  drawn  for  by  mine 
officials  who  have  no  workmen  injured  while  under  their  supervision. 

Safety  Trophies. 

The  Brazeau  Collieries,  Nordegg,  having  had  the  best  accident 
experience  of  all  Alberta  mines,  is  in  line  for  the  Ryan  Trophy  award¬ 
ed  annually  by  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Mining  and  Metallurgy. 

Gainers  Limited,  Edmonton,  won  the  Safety  Trophy  donated  by 
the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  annually  for  the  best  accident 
experience  in  meat  packing  plants  in  the  Province. 

Grain  Elevator  Operators  Safety  Association. 

This  association  is  doing  very  good  work  in  carrying  on  educa¬ 
tional  activities  among  the  employees  of  the  1,600  grain  elevators  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  Province.  The  “Ergoty  Pete”  safety  posters  supplied 
by  the  Board,  as  well  as  other  literature  dealing  with  safety,  is  placed 
in  each  grain  elevator  monthly. 

Safety  Committees . 

Many  employers  are  now  beginning  to  realize  the  value  of  Safety 
Committees  and  one  employer  in  writing  the  Board  states  as  follows : 
“I  sincerely  think  that  in  having  the  men  check  things  as  in  the  Safe¬ 
ty  Committee,  does  save  a  lot  of  accidents.  This  season  we  have  not 
had  anything  happen  that  could  have  been  avoided.  We  find  in  tak-

in g  our  key  men  into  our  confidence  and  showing  them  the  necessity 
of  safety  precautions  that  they  too  are  imbued  with  the  good  done.” 

Employers  who  make  safety  work  part  of  a  workman's  regular 
employment  and  insist  on  members  of  the  safety  committees  making 
regular  inspections  of  the  plant  and  submitting  recommendations  for 
the  correction  of  hazards,  find  little  difficulty  in  getting  workmen 
interested  in  safety  work. 

Educational  Activities. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  Mr.  A.  P.  Timber,  Supervisor  of  In¬ 
dustrial  Arts,  Department  of  Education,  Provincial  Government,  it 
has  been  possible  to  place  safety  posters  and  literature  in  the  shops 
where  students  are  being  trained  in  industrial  activities.  Developing 
safe  habits  in  the  minds  of  young  people  during  their  school  days  will 
provide  safer  workmen  for  industry  in  future. 

The  Board  has  continued  its  regular  educational  activities  through 
the  use  of  motion  pictures,  safety  posters,  personal  interviews  with 
employers  and  workmen,  and  through  correspondence.  Sound  slide 
pictures  dealing  with  safety  in  the  meat  packing  industry,  traffic 
safety,  lumbering  and  sawmill  safety,  also  an  excellent  picture  dealing 
with  eye  injuries  showing  the  necessity  of  workmen  wearing  goggles, 
are  available  and  are  shown  to  industry  where  requested. 

In  its  report  for  1944,  the  Board  refers  to  the  Foremen-Training 
instruction  work  organized  by  the  Canadian  Vocational  Schools,  Do¬ 
minion  Government,  Department  of  Labour.  Employers  who  have 
taken  advantage  of  foremen-training  programmes  are  having  little  dif¬ 
ficulty  in  placing  and  training  new  and  inexperienced  employees. 

Industrial  Health. 

Inspections  were  made  of  industries  where  the  operations  may 
have  affected  the.  health  of  employees  and  provision  made  to  remove 
the  hazard.  It  has  been  very  difficult,  however,  and  in  some  cases 
impossible  for  industry  to  secure  materials  and  equipment  for  the 
installation  of  ventilating  systems  for  the  removal  of  air  impurities. 
This  shortage  of  material,  especially  sheet  metal,  will  no  doubt  con¬ 
tinue  through  1946. 

Personal  Protective  Equipment. 

The  use  of  hard  hats  to  prevent  head  injury  is  now  recognized 
by  the  great  majority  of  mine  workers  throughout  the  Province.  In 
some  mines,  all  workmen  wear  them.  Their  use  is  preventing  some 
serious  as  well  as  fatal  injuries.  Employers,  as  well  as  workmen  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  woods  felling  timber  are  not  as  yet  sufficiently  interested 
in  their  safety  to  wear  them,  although  the  majority  of  fatal  accidents 
occurring  in  the  industry  are  head  injuries.  Safety  shoes  are  also 
becoming  quite  popular,  especially  with  mine  workers. 

Goggles  with  safety  glass,  ground  for  correction,  where  required, 
are  now  available.  Over  2,000  workmen  report  eye  injuries  annually, 
around  35  losing  the  sight  of  one  eye. 
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Industrial  Nursing. 

A  Registered  Nurse  has  been  placed  on  the  staff  for  the  purpose 
of  directing  and  co-ordinating  all  first  aid  services  in  industry.  A 
very  close  check  is  made  of  all  accidents  reported  and,  when  necessary, 
employers  are  contacted  and  advised  of  safety  regulations,  safety 
devices,  and  first  aid  requirements.  The  value  of  an  industrial  nurse 
is  now  being  recognized  by  many  industries. 

The  Alberta  Association  of  Registered  Nurses  arranged  for  two 
seven  day  courses  in  Industrial  Nursing,  one  each  in  Calgary  and  Ed¬ 
monton.  The  nurses  were  fortunate  in  having  as  their  lecturer  Miss 
H.  Henriksen,  Industrial  Nursing  Consultant,  Department  of  Health, 
University  of  Minnesota,  Minneapolis,  Minnesota.  Of  the  fifty-five 
registrants,  about  half  were  engaged  in  industry  at  the  time.  The 
institutes  were  well  worth  while  and  of  great  value  to  those  attending. 
Much  benefit  was  derived  from  Dr.  Levey’s  lecture  on  the  nature  and 
treatment  of  eye  injuries.  There  are  now  twenty-one  nurses  em¬ 
ployed  in  industry  throughout  Alberta. 

Where  management  is  interested  in  keeping  employees  at  work 
and  at  maximum  efficiency,  the  employment  of  an  industrial  nurse  is 
a  sound  investment  yielding  increased  output,  improved  plant  morale 
and  lower  accident  costs.  The  Nurse  is  concerned  with  more  than 
first  aid  measures,  such  as  the  health  of  the  employee,  guidance  of 
employees  in  securing  correction  of  defects,  co-operating  with  the 
Safety  Committee  in  providing  good  housekeeping,  the  use  of  safe¬ 
guards  such  as  the  wearing  of  personal  protective  equipment.  Per¬ 
haps  the  most  important  work  is  that  of  building  good  will  and  good 
relationship  between  employee  and  the  management.  Where  time 
permits,  the  welfare  of  the  injured,  as  well  as  his  family  is  given  at¬ 
tention  by  home  visits. 

It  is  desired  to  express  appreciation  to  the  officials  and  inspec¬ 
tors  employed  by  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations,  the  Department 
of  Mines,  and  the  Mechanical  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  for  the  assistance  rendered  in  the  enforcement  of  safety  re¬ 
quirements  in  industries  under  their  respective  supervision. 
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
